gan honor, and provide for their intereſt, The anſwer to the Kings Charge upon them 
r their Arbitrary Orders, is Þweak and faint, that it cometh very near a confeſſion of 
their guilt in it, and jt would -he-unkind to preſs them too hard in that which they them. 
ſelves ſeem to be aſhamed of. I will unly take notice of one expreſſioti, which is That 
they baue erred with their F atbers, If this is not true, it is no good Argument: andif'it is 
true, they muſt allow 2 — the Papidts, as it is for the - ons; 
ey come next to ſuppott their Votes againſt particular perſons, and do very boldly 
aſſert it may be made good by Law; The King ought'tobave no — — 
miſfontune of ſuch a Vote upon him. Great Lawyers nodoubt ha ve their part in this aſſer: i- 
on : hut they who in ſo mar caſes diſpute the Authority of the Crown, muſt ne inen 
in this to demur to theirs; and I am troubled that. a Vote of the Commons muſt be 
called a Misfartune z becauſe it looketh as if charice or ſudden hrat, rather thun the de- 
liberate 5 and Juſtice of the Houle had produced it. Where there is a ſetled Rule, 
and that Right only prevaileth, as mens guile maketh them fall; ſo their innocence ab- 
ſolveth them. But if men muſt depend upon their good or ill Stars, or upon the waſp: 
iſh humor of an Aſſembly when an angrij Planet reigneth, the conſequence is, that a man 
though never ſo faultleſs may by misfortune without guilt be transformed by a Vote, into 
an enemy of King and Kingdom; that is to ſay, into a man fit to be knocked: on the 
head, and the Murthererto be tewarded as the Law formerly directed for killing a Wolf 
and yet God forbid ont ſhould think the Commons intended him any ham. 
Well, but if the Houſe declareth they have juſt reaſon to fear ſuch or ſuch u perſon 
dangerous, muſt there be Order and Prodeſs of Law before he can beremoved? - -- 
hen the Commons have juſt reaſon to fear ſuch a thing, it is to be hoped the whole 
Houſe knoweth that juſt reaſon, or elſe they would not Vote it: when- ever therefote 
they hl tell chat juſt reaſon-to the King, he is to blatne in caſe he tindeth it ſa i he 
doth not comply with them; but if he judge otherwilt, he hath as much right to tefuſe, 
as they can pretend to have to ask. But if it muſtbe ſo, tbat not only the real, but the pre 
tended fears of ſome angry men, who may have influence enough to miſlead an Aﬀembly 
not ſufficiently — to have ſuch an Authority, that the Kings Negative to them 
is diſallowed, it is ſuch a change o the Conſtitution, that the Legiſſative Power is 
wholly melted down into one of the parts that hath yet no power to do any Act that is 
binding without the concurrence of the Lords, and the Kings Royil Aſſent. 
This doth ſo much out- go even our modern Plato, that it will be a harder matter than 
perhaps theſe Gentlemen _— t either the King or the Nation to confent'to/it. Men 
are not ſo well edified with the practice of the Commons in this laſt Age, or the juſtice 
d by their Sovereign Committees, as to devolve the

whole power into their hands, thinking it much better lodged where it is by the preſent 
Conſtitution. But ĩt ĩs ſaid the Commons by their late Methods do not tine men, nor 


deprive them of Life, Liberty, Lands or Offices beneficial. I would firſt ask, is it not a 
Fine, and to many men the worſt kind of Fine, to be excluded from the lawful advarita- 
ges every Subject is born to. Would not a Merchant think it a Fine, if he were ſentented 
never to go to Sea again? Or to come nearer, Would not thefe very men of Law WO 
will have this paſs upon us, take it unkindly, and think it a Fine; it they were excluded 
from all Practice? *Tis true, if they would always arguefor their Clients; as they do no 
for the Commons, their loſs perhaps might not be very great; but preſumimg better 
things of them, I coneludethe ſentence would be very heavy, and that they would thitk 


Concerning Life, if the definition of an enemy to King and Kingdom is a certain crea- 
ture that is not fit to live, then the Commons have done all they ean to take away the 
lives of thoſe they have ſo ſentenced, except they had fent a ſelect Committe to ſtrangle 
them, which had not been ſo convenient till the Laws are removed, which woaldhave' 
made it Murther 3 fo that they muſt either ſay that a man who doth what lieth in rr te 
kill me, meaneth no hurt to my life, which is but indifferent ſenſez- or they muſt confeſs 
there was plain Murther in the intention of thoſe Votes. hat a 

For to borrow their own ſite, it may be reſolved by the authority of irnpattial teaſom, 
that whoſoever Voted any of thoſe perſons enemies to King and Kingdom with-any- 
other intent than that theſaid Perſons ſhould be abſolutely deflxoyed; is à Mad- tian, ar- 
Ideot, a Promoter of Lunacy, and an enemy to Common Senſe.

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pen fal Liberty, tet whether that i touched or bo. If Liberty ſignifieth a powet 
of doing every late ful act; andthat ĩt is a lawful act ſor every Subject to have if to 
his Prince then without ſome act committed to forfeit that common right, it is a wrong 
in any one man, or any number of men to Addveſs to the King for the incapacitating any 
one man in this caſe. Furt men will not ſay our Liberty'is' not invaded except we arc 
thrown neck and heels into a Dungeon. It is a tenderer thing than that cometh to, and 
it hathibeen formerly judged even by a Houſe of Commons, that mens being ſent away 
againſt their wills upon Forein Employment, was a Confinement. By this it may appeat 
that it is poſſible to make an unjuſt Demand as well as to givHe an unjuſt Sentence: And 
though the; King hath power to refuſe any thing that is asked of him, whatever ſome 
men would perſuade us to the contrary, yet doth neither abſolve the'Cotmmons, 
nor any other man from the guilt of making a requeſt that is not juſt, nor from the folly 
of making one that is not pertinent. J bas 675 34109 e PN eee 
Let us ſee now whether even mens Lands would not have been reached by theſe Votes, 
if theſe good Gentlemen might have had their will; for by the ſame rult chat a true 
Proteſtant Jury muſt have been ditected by them not to find it Marther in any man to 
kill an enemy to King and Kingdom, they muſt upon any diſpute vf title of Land, give 
it without going from the Bar againſt any matrſo branded and proclaimed.

As to Oftices beneficial, it muſt be confeſſed they ſhew-forhe gentleneſs at laſt, and give 
ſo much indulgence to thoſe they have diſplaced by theif Votes, that I do not ſee but any 
of them / may upon due application, and expreſſive and fit remorſe for the infolence of 
reſiſting their ay —— pleaſure, be admitted to be a Conſtable or Headborough 
in Wales or land, or ſonic ſuch unexpected Office in which the Puhliek State Af. 
fairs ate not immediately concerned, where they may exercife their Magiſtraey, and enjoy 
their dignity without prejudice to the Nation. L eib 
This Grace ſeemeth the fitter to be acknowledged, not only becauſei it is perhaps the 
firſt evidence that party hath given of their good nature, but becauſe they do in this 
deal more gently with thoſe againſt whom they have Voted, than they do with his Ma- 
jeſty himſelt as well as they loue him for by what I can perceive, the King is only to eat 
and drink, and perform ſome offices of nature. They are kind men; but it was not arti- 
ficially done to leave it out, that A King ts to have ſome Pocket-money for play things, ſince 
it is but reaſonable for them to uſe a thing kindly, which if they can have in their power,

That wiſe and great Princes have ſometimes hearkened to Addreſſes of this Kind, is 
not truex, than that they have oftner denied them: for the King to dea all caſes like a 
wiſe and a great Prince, as it is a geveral propoſition, all who do not know him have 
reaſon to wiſh it, and all do have very good grounds to hope it. But as far as one 
fort of men may be concerned in their own particulars, Igueſs wrong, if it would not 
be too fatal a thing to them ever to joyn in Prayer for it. 7. 33607 04! | 
The Votes to forbid men to lend the King money, are to theſe mens thinking not only 
juſtifiable, but very wiſe ones too. Theſe are Epithetes which it ſeemeth belong to every 
thing they do, or elſe I»would-ask where is the Juſtice of doing that for which they 
have no authority, or the Wiſdom of doing that which hath no effect; only it ſheweth 
their good will, by throwing the greateſt indignity they could upon the Government. 
Men will. lend fill notwithſtanding this mighty Vote, and perhaps upon eaſier terms 
than theſe Gentlemen would require for any money they part with in Parliament.
